In recent tines, many Aval on Bill gases have had a new style o£ sap- 
board. Instead of the old backing, Avalon Hill now uses a thin 
cardboard backing, folding the ir maps in "accordion" style like sou 
of their gases (e.g. LUKTwAPTC, D?Mt) used to be; the naps are cut 
so that they are not in separate pieces, but will still fit Into their 
boxes. Unfortunately, the combination of thin backing & accordion 
folding sake it virtually impossible to wake the board f Xat without 
breaking it apart I I should know - I tried "backf olding* my ROBIN 
HOOD board. so that it Might stay flat. As a result, em of the "pieces** 
split fro« the rest of the board, and is now held on with tap*. 

For games like MAGIC REALM and GUNS LINGER, where the pieces are separata., 
this backing is good - it allows for two— sided naps, which saves a. 
bundle. However, for gaate* like STRUGGLE OF NATIONS, STORM OVER AJZNHHM , 
and the aforementioned ttQBlN HwOD., it's almost impossible to keep the 
pieces from moving around by themselves because of the unevenness of 
the board. 

There have been numerous complaints in the paces of THE GENERAL. However » 
I have a feeling that they* re being listened is by the hlgshets at Ab> 
about as much as the complaints about the plastic pieces in DIPLOMACY 
are. Meanwhile, games like CIVILIZATION and FLAT TOP have to suffer. 

Like the plastic pieces, there are alternative** per CIVILIZATION, 
for example « you can buy an unbacked mapeheet and seam of AH 1 s blank 
mapboard backings* It'll coat a small fortune, hut that's youi* business* 
You can always split the boards apart — and pray that a strong wind 
or a heavy hand doesn't push them apart* You can yell until you're 
blue in the face, lika soma people are doing with &PI and T&R, but all 
you* 11 probably get is a blue face* 

Of course, you can Just accept things as they are. With lock, AH, will 
not Come up with the idea to use the cardboard, backing and accordion 
folding for other can**, like THIRD, .REICH or GUNS OP AUGUST or even 
DIPLOMACY » I'd like to sae a DIPLOMACY game played with plastic pieces 
and an accordion amp - maybe then somebody will take notice. That is, 
if they're not too busy keeping the pieces from; flying all over the place* 
(Which brings up something I aaw in BURFOA. EXPRESS. . . .what if they 
switch to accordion-fold maps AND cardboard counters?)
